PRESIDENT’S CALLERS

R esignation to be Placed in the 


P resident’« K nuds,B efore Sec­ 
retary lioot Sails ForX*omloti— 
May Not be A ccented a t Once. 


Washington, Aug. 11.—Befof^^ee 
rotary Koot sails for London to sit 
with the Alaskan boundary commis­ 
sion he will place his resignation in 
the hands of President Roosevelt in 
order that the president may appoint 
;i secretary of war if it is deemed 
necessary during Hoot’s absence. It is 
expected, however, the resignation 
will not be acted upon until after 
congress meets. The appointment of 
R oot’s successor wil depend somewhat 
upon the length of the time the sec- 
n ‘clary is engaged upon the Alaskan 
boundary commission. 


It had been known for gome time 
Koot intended to retire, but he did 
not wish to leave the department until 
the general staff bill was in operation 
and other matters pertaining to the 
department well under way. It is un­ 
derstood the matter of his successor 
inis been diseased and while nothing; 


o t ie j a l c a n be obtained it is believed 


t h e position will be tendered to Gov­ 


e r n o r Taft.. 


While Root is in London he will 
remain in eunnnunieatiui with the 
war department and matters pertain­ 
ing to the general staff and other im­ 
portant affairs will be referred to him. 
If the sittings of the Alaskan-com­ 
mission extend beyond Dee. % it is. 
likely the resignation will be accept- 
( 1 and a sueeesor appointed at that 
time, and if the situation of the war 
department becomes such that a'sec­ 
retary is needed to take charge of af­ 
fairs, one will be appointed earlier. 
It is believed here there will be a 
gre;it deal of delay in consideration 
of the Alaskan boundary case and the 
I'nited State csommisioriers may ba 
detained in Tendon several months.

Paris, Aug. 11.1—Eighty-four bodies have 
been recovered and the death list will 
probably excep one hundred In the under­ 
ground railway disaster which occurred 
here last night. The accident, which oc­ 
curred on the Metropolitan Electric rail­ 
way, assumed the proportions of an awful 
catastrophe during the early hours to day, 
when more than four score bodies of burn­ 
ed and suffocated victims were removed 
from the passage. 


The rescue work continues, although 
smoke from burning debris makes the 
task of the firemen severe and slow. The 
scenes at the mouth of the tunnel were of 
a most heartrendering description. Crowds 
of weeping men, women 
and 
children 
struggled forward in an effort to recognize 
missing relatives and friends. Most of the 
victims are from the middle working 
classes. 


The cause of the accident, is engaging 
the attention of officials. .Several versions 
of the disaster are given, but the main 
facts which have been established are 
the following: 
The train which caused 
the accident came from Porte Deufchlne at 
the entrance to Bois de Boulogne on the 
western part of Paris. 
In reaching the 
neighborhood of Cemetery Pera la Chaise 
the electrical motor failed to afet properly. 
The train waited at the station of Les 
Charonnes until the arrival of a second* 
train, which pushed the crippled train 
forward, 
making, a 
total 
of sixteen 
coaches. After proceeding about tt\o hun­ 
dred yards toward Menilmlnotant station 
the damaged dynamo set fire to the engine 
of the first rain. The< fire burned fiercely, 
raising quantities of slnoke. The electric 
lights on the traln$ went out, leaving the 
passengers in total darkness except for 
light of the .burning- engine far ahead 
This impeded the progress of the trains 
The terror strlckei^assen^ers got out and 
tried to grope their way , back. The pow 
erful electric current which continued in 
the rails is believed to "have stunned or 
~killed 'm an y ., A number of passengers 
managed to reach Les Charonnes station, 
but the m ain' body of passengers were 
overcome by smoke. A terrible panic oc 
ciirred among them and the horror of the 
?ifnation Increased when a third train 
crashed into the fiery mass, adding an­ 
other crowd of panic stricken passengers 
to those seeking ar- outlet.

When told 
of the challenge Parry said he would 
await delivery of the challenge with a 
great deal of interest, but had no desire 
to parade Gompers as a rival attraction at 
a “baby show/’ 


THE I T. U. 


Washington, Aug. 11.—The International 
Typographical union to day adopted the 
report oi the committee on laws. Among 
the changes was the suggestion to make 
permanent the monthly assessment of 5 
cents per capita for a defense fund as pro­ 
vided by the Los Angeles convention and 
a proposition to permit local unions to fix 
the time allowed to apprentices to learn 
the use of typesetting machines at three 
months. 


Among changes In laws of the union are: 
The international union shall derive its 
revenue from a tax ;of 35 cents per month 
per member and payments for charters: 
appeals to the executive council must be 
made within thirty days; authorizing the 
transfer of surplus receipts in burial fund 
to general fund; learners on typesetting 
machines must be members of the union. 
Also several changes affecting the distri­ 
bution of Tabels, payment of dues and 
other similar matters affecting subordin­ 
ate unions. 


The women's international auxiliary held 
its first meetlnjn of the convention, Mrs, 
Frank A. Kennedy, Of Omaha, presiding. 
Addresses occupied most of the session.

VESSEL A D R IFT IX VIOLENT 
STORM.

Chicago, Aug. 11.—One hundred and fifty 
passengers on thefsteamer Alice Stafford, 
which left Chicago for Grand 
Haven, 
Mich., Monday evening, had an exciting 
experience on Lake Michigan about mid­ 
night. The vessel encountered a violent 
storm and while it was at its height the 
safety valves gave out and there was 1m 
minent danger the boat would be blown 
up. The passengers were in a panic, rush­ 
ing about oh the deck in their night 
clothing.- The stokers abandoned their 
posts and refused to rake fires, declaring 
the boilers might explode at any minute. 
The fires were finally extinguished and 
the fdr twelve hours the helpless vessej 
rolled in a rough sea while the crew burn** 
ed blankets soaked in kerosene to attract 
passing vessels. At noon to day the Staf­ 
ford was sighted by the steamer H. W. 
Williams and towed into St. Joseph, Mich.

These 
will have charge of local arrangements 
and exploitation of the games. A com­ 
mittee on college athletics6 was also ap­ 
pointed; One. of the most Important de­ 
partments will be that of physical train­ 
ing. It is the intention to have an ex 
tended exhibition of games suitable for 
city life and games which can be played 
by a large number of children in a limit­ 
ed space and games which can be played 
under restrictive condition of the classes. 
Committees were chosen to take charge of 
this department and complete the pro­ 
gram.

Rome, Aug. 11.—Pope Pius X. had a 
fainting fit this morning while celebrating 
mass. He soon revived and was taken to 
his apartments. The pope has been over­ 
exerting himself to such an extent his 
naturally strong constitution was unable 
to bear the strain put upon it by the 
coronation ceremonies. Such has been the 
effect* upon his nerves he has been unable 
to sleep for whole nights, while numerous 
receptions yesterday made matters worse. 


At noon the pope was reported to be 
f» rr»ost restored to his normal condition, 
but was keeping his room, as lie feels an 
occasional slight palpitation of the heart. 
Dr. Lapponi has recommended a complete 
rest and all audiences have bean * post­ 
poned. 


London, Aug. 11.—The Catholic Herald 
announces Vinceneno Vanuelliti has been 
appointed papal secretary of state. 


Although the pope was much better this 
afternoon Dr. Lapponi, who visited him 
again, thought It more prudent for his 
holiness not to leave his apartment and 
not to go into the garden of th§ Vatican 
as he desired. The doctor further insisted 
on suspension of audiences. Dr. Daveno- 
zia said: .“If they wish our Plus not to 
succumb the Vatican 
authorities 
must 
change their system. They knust not ob- 
iigre him to follow the habits of Pope Leo. 
The present pontiff needs specially plenty 
of fresh air.” 


The pope retired earlier than usual, say­ 
ing he felt quite recovered. His Intimates, 
however, say he is much changed since 
his election and seems to have grown 
years older. His sisters at' Venice were 
much alarmed over the news of his Indis­ 
position and have decided to come to 
Rome to attend him.

WHERE THE Ts^OÌlTHWEST 
STANDS. 


Former Senator T. IT. Carter, of 
M Olì tana, said on Thursday: 
“The 
northwest stands solidly on its own 
basin of production. 
There are no 
ifiilated ctmdition« there. Speculative 
flurries in Wall street will not dis­ 
turb the prosperity of the Dakotas, 
Montana and Washington.” 


This was said to combat the theory 
that the northwest would collapse 
again as it did in 1HÌK», says-the Inter 


O c c h i . 
The statement is apparently 
a elear pris^-ntation of the situation. 
I’f'n yoar.H ago there w-as almost as 
inncli speculative spirit in ^lontana 
and the Dakotas as in Wall street. 
Lands and mines had been exploited 
l>! yond ihe limit. The period of re­ 
ne! ion had <*ome and the diiTcrenciì 
between fictitious and real values led 
to <k nioralization. 


In the next five years there was re­ 
adjustment and reorganization, ami 
values were fixed on the basis of pro­ 
duction. B(itween 1S9G and 1000 the 
wise iinaneial and economic polieiei! 
oi the government showed substantial 
ben {fits to farmers, stock growers, 
manufacturers and investors. There 
was rai)id developnient of industries, 
inereriRi» in production and in capital 
<^ nployed in business. 


For examnle, in Minnesota there 
was in ISO.'i. a mortgage indebtedness 
on farm and tow’n property of $197,- 
745,0(M). 
The dairy products of the 
state had a value of 
024,000. The 
wiieat crop was 41,210,000 and the 
corn crop 24,190,000 bushels. 


15efore 1900 the mortgages had 
been lifted, ai:d by 1002 land values 
had increased 30 per cent. The wheat 
crop had increased from 41,210,000 
bushels to 82,150.000 bushels and the 
butter T)rrduct. which had a value of 
$3,924.000 len years ago. has now a 
value of $13,910.000, 
There is also 
almost as notable an 
increase 
in 
manufnetured products. On the basis 
of production Minnesota has made in 
ten years remarkable and substantial 
progress. 


Ten years ago Montana was the 
storm center of inflated values and 
})usiness disturbances in the north­ 
west. Now the mineral products of 
the state have a value of $G0,387,000 
and the manufactured products a 
value of $48.000,000. 
The value of 
farm.s has increased to $C2,026,000 
and the wool product has increased 
to 33,000,000 pounds annually. The 
state banks have resources of $15,- 
240,(X)0 and carry deposits to the 
amount of $12,000,000. 


Like progress in productiveness, has 
been made in North and South Da­ 
kota. In increased valuation of lands 
in increase of farm and manufac­ 
turing products, in increase of the 
general volume of business as repre­ 
sented in bank clearini^ and deposits, 
the northwest is, as ^nator Carter 
says, “is a splendid condition of 
prosperity,” not likely to be affected 
by 
“speculative flurries in , -Wall 
street.” 


KAILRO^S AS EMPIRE BUIID- 
ERS. 


Just fifty years have passed since 
the ground was platted on which the 
»Seattle of to day stands. Just about 
the Same length of time has passed 
since the state of which it is the 
metropolis was organized as a terri­ 
tory. In the case of each of them, 
however, the real growth has been 
but recent,'and it has been largely a 
creation of the railroads. 
Although 
Washington was organised as a ter­ 
ritory in 185^, it had only 11,000 in­ 
habitants in 1860, 23,000 in 1870 .and 
75,000 in 1880. Then came a jump 
to 349,000 in 1890 and to 618,000 in 
1900. 
The soring from the 75,000 
mark to 349,000 between 1880 and 
1890* was due to the fact ihat Vil-* 
lard’s 
N^orthem 
Pacific 
railroad, 
which was completed in 1883, had con­ 
nected that state with the outside 
world in the interval. 


J'hroughout the whole of the west— 
and,' of course, through the East and 
south also—the railroads have ex­ 
erted a beneficent influence, although 
its effects are not quite so marked on 
all communities as they have been 
on Washington and its leading city. 
At the outset Seattle’s eiipansion was 
so slow that as recently as 1880 its 
population was only 3,500. It has a 
fine location on an arm of Puget 
sound, through which the Asiatic and 
Alaskan trade of a larger quantity 
will pour a few years hence. 
The 
lumber industry, which has had much 
to do with the growth of its state also 
'Contributed greatly to Seattle’s ad­ 
vancement. 


It is the railroads, howei'er, which 
have been the chief instrument in 
that northwestern city’s expansion. 
The Northern Pacific road, oiiened in 
188.% sent that town’s population up 
from 3,500 in 1880 to 42,000 in 1890, 
nd it w'as 80,000 in 1900. Probably 
the increase in the current decade 
will be greater than it was in the past 
tcfu years. The entire west is growing 
nt a rate not touched in the decade 
which had the 1893-97 panic in it. 
The new northwest is getting a large 
share of this growth, and as the trade 
r;ith Asia and Alaska is bound to 
ncroiise w'ith great rapidity in the 
pproachinar time, Washington. Ore- 
••on and California, especially Wash­ 
ington, are sure to aqcuire a much* 
•reater im’^rtance among the com- 
' non wealths than they possess now 
nnd this ascendency will be shared in 
particularly large degree by their 


7-reat centers of industry and com 
Tneree.

The day was 
an ideal one and the relatives gath­ 
ered to the number of sixty-three, 
all of whom were directly descended 
from James^ Stevenson, except thre«. 
They brought well-filled baskets and 
at noon à bounteous spread was laid 
and thoroughly ^joyed. 


Thé guest of honor was “Uncle 
Billy” Stevenson, 
Little Indain, 
in' whose honoi* the anniial gather^ 
ing is held. He is now in his 90th 
year, having come to this county in 
1829. His children, Robert Steven­ 
son, of Jacksonville; Ed Stevenson, 
of Little Indian, and Mrs. John Ber­ 
gen were also there. Others of the 
family were : Mrs. Frankie Savage 
and children, of Virginia ; Mrs. A. J. 
Boston and Mrs. Elizabeth Morton. 


W'hen the family came to this and 
Cass counties (then one 
county 
Morgan)in 1829 fbm Scott and Wood­ 
ford counties, Ky., they numbered 
sixty-nine, including six families and 
two sons-in-law. Thirty-five of thest 
were cousins, among whom was Sep­ 
timus Stevenson and his brother, the 
father of James F. Stevenson, the 
oldest of the family born in this coun­ 
ty. Septimus Stevenson is the second 
in age in the family, and he and his 
sf»n, Irvin Stevenson, and nephew, 
James F. Stevenson, were the three 
present not directly descended from 
James Stevenson. 


After the dinner was over Otis Bos­ 
ton photographed Wm. Stevenson, 
Septimus Stevenson and Mrs. Savage, 
who were the only living members of 
the family present who had come with 
the original party from Kentucky. 
Mr. Boston afterw’ards photographed 
the entire group.

He 
Wid; upon his arrival home after being 
at the milk depot, where Mrs. Guller was 
working with her husband, that Mrs. Cul­ 
ler had given him some candy that was 
bitter. 


Judge Creighton admitted the testimony 
In the hearlnir to day, but said he was not 
prepared to say whether he would 
the flnal hearing In September. 


The defendant made a Irood witness for 
herKelf. the prosecution being unable to 
shake her testimony.
